Fuel Merchants Ask 


Diversion of Coal 


Chicago. Feb. 2—(AP)—An ap- 


peal from the Illinois Fuel Mer- 
chants Association to obtain for 
use in this, sta'tc 50.000 tons of 
Illinois coal scheduled for ship- 
ment to Brazil and Argentina to- 
day was In the hands of the state's 
senators and representatives -in 
Washington. 
. T. E. Gorman, executive secre- 
tary of the association, announc- 
ed he had made the appeal to di- 
vert back, for use in Illinois Feb- 
ruary and March shipments to the 
South American countries because 
"many towns in Illinois arc on 
the very danger line of being 
without coal." 


Declaring his association 
be- 


lieved Brazil and Argentina had 
sufficient supplies in stock piles. 
Gorman said 50.000 tons of coal 
would heat about 11.000 homes 
for the rest of the winter and aid 
greatly in alleviating a shortage 
caused by restricted shipments 
from the east.

said the pinch of the shortage 
was beginning to be felt in the 
following cities:

Science and the Manpower 


Shortage 


Dr. Evarts A. Graham, writing 


in the Saturday Evening Post, has 
made a provocative contribution 
to the literature on our current 
manpower problems in an article 
titled. "Have the Armed Services 
Crippled Medical Education " 


Dr. Graham is professor of sur- 


gery' at 
Washington 
University 


Medical School in Su Louis and 
past president of the American 
College of Surgeons. 
In the last 


•war he was a major in charge of 
an evacuation hospital. 
In this 


one he served 
on a committee 


which surveyed the Army's medi- 
cal needs* 


His article presents two chief 


indictments. 
One 
is 
that the 


armed forces have half the na- 
tion's doctors, though there was 
only one military death to every 
32 civilian deaths from December, 
1941. through October, 19M.' 


The other is that the armed 


forces, by •shortening the hospital 
training- of all young specialists 
today, are sending into the sen-- 
ice a' group of medical replace- 
ments who haven't even a smat- 
tering: of surgical or other special- 
ized knowledge. 
—• 


Dr. Graham credits surgery at 


least equally with plasma, sulfa 
drugs, penicillin, and-quick evacu- 
ation of-wounded, for the truly re- 
markable saving of American lives 
in this war. 
He cites statements 


by Army Surgeon General Kirk to 
bolster that opinion. 
But -he ex- 


presses the fear that, if-the war 
continues long,- there will be a 
dangerous 
deterioration 
in - the 


quality of military, and later of 
civilian,' medicine and surgery, i 


• 'The situation which 'Dr.~,Gra- 


ham deplores is one 'of the/most 
serious aspects of our, manpower 
problems, • but it is not 
unique. 


Similar xvorry"is being expressed 
in other.quarters, for all fields of 
science are beginning' to feel, the 
pinch. And though, as Dr. Gra- 
ham points out, other things can 
be postponed -where' treatment of 
life-or-death illness cannot, a gen- 
eral dearth of scientists may ham- 
per our postwar recovery. 


It takes four, five or six years 


of graduate 
work, perhaps, 
to 


make a first-rate 
specialist 
in 


chemistry, physics or medicine. 
Many gifted students of these sci- 
ences will not survive the war.

study difficult or impossible. 


This seems u minor tragedy of 


war. but it may become important. 
Age and mortality will continue 
to take their toll of civilian scien- 
tists as the war drags on. If it 
continues for two or three years, 
we mlght'find the good health and 
technical 
progress 
necessary to 


full employment blocked by a se- 
rious deficit of doctors, research- 
ers, engineers, and so on. 


Pehaps it nu'ght be wise if the 


Army and Navy would re-examine 
its students-in-uniform 
and 
Its 


manpower needs, and give further 
educational deferments to the com- 
parative handful of brilliant stu- 
dents so that they might become 
our first line of scientific reserves.

Gen. Joseph \V. Stilwell's ap- 


pointment a.s Commander of the 
Army Ground Forces was • by no 
means a consolation prize. But it 
came at a propitious time, on 
the heels of the Lcdo Road's open- 
ing and the re-establishment of 'a 
Burma-China, land supply route

three 
discouraging years. 


For if any one man can be given 
credit for Uie Lcdo Road, it is Gen- 
eral Stilwell. 


His rugged, insistently optimis- 


tic leadership eventually made the

Bolstering these qualities 


were a deep knowledge of'China 
—her people, her 
problems and

Times In Ward Case 


Chicago, ' Feb. 2—(AP>—The 


government contended today Fed- 
eral Judge Philip L.-Sullivan had 
erred on 29 points—12 findings of 
fact and .17 conclusions of law 
and judgment—in dismissing its 
suits against Montgomery Ward 
& Company. 


The 29 points were listed by 


U. S. Attorney J. Albert Woll as 
ground for an appeal when he 
asked the Federal court clerk 
yesterday to certify the entire 
record to the U. S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals. 


Judge Sullivan ruled President 


Roosevelt lacked cither statutory 
or constitutional authority to or- 
der seizure of 16 Ward properties 
in seven cities. 
The Army took 


possession Dec. 28 after the mail 
order firm declined to comply with 
War Labor Board directives or- 
dering, among otlier things, main- 
tenance of union membership. 


The 29 points included state- 


ments , that Judge Sullivan erred 
when he found . the president's 
constitutional powers as comman- 
der in chief were purely military: 
in finding that .none of the war 
plants were "locnled in an actual 
theater of military operations. 


Deci.sion in Two Suits 


And in not 
finding 
Ward's 


"failure" to settle labor disputes 
by effectuating WLB directives 
constituted a threat "to the war- 
time structure of labor relations:" 
in concluding Ward's was ,not 
equipped for war production: and 
in concluding the seizure was not 
covered by the War Labor Dis- 
putes Act. 


Judge Sullivan handed down his 


opinion last Saturday on'

against Wards. One asked an in- 
junction restraining company of- 
jficials from interfering with Army 
operations,. and the other asked 
a declaratory judgment against 
the" firm.

If they don't comply—or leave 
a job to which the board directs 
them—they c:in- be drafted into 
the Army or fined 510.000 and 
sentenced' to 5 years in jail. 
But— a board must give a man 


a reasonable choice of jobs if it 
orders him to quit thc one he s 
in. 
Appeal Possible 


And—the man can appeal to 


the draft appeals board, just as a 
man could if his draft 
board 


changed 
his 
draft 
deferment 


classification and ordered him to 
report for a physical 
examina- 


tion- 
A man mav refuse to follow 


the board's order. 
If he does, he 
may have to prove to his board 
or a court that he has good rea- 
son for refusing. 
Suppose a job is away 
fom 


home. 
A man who took such a 
job voluntarily. 
or 
at 
draft 
board's orders. 
would 
receive 


travel pay to the job and. when 
thc need ' for him there ended, 
travel pay home again. 
There Ts no provision for mov- 


ing his family. But he gets the 
same benefits as servicemen un- 
der the soldiers and sailors civil 
relief act.Byrnes Big Boss 
This act would protect him in 
various ways from civil law suits 
for failure to pay what he owes 
on life insurance.

The Sermon on 
the. Mount, 


which occupies three chapters of 
Matthew's Gospel, was evidently 
preached or spoken, to the inner 
circle of disciples who gathered 
around Jesus as He sat . down. 
But when Jesus came down from 
the mountain the people'who had 
thronged about 
Him 
gathered 


again, and as the opening verse 
of Matthew 8 says, "great multi- 
tudes followed Him." 
The chapters that 
follow arc 


taken up with-the stories of how 
Jesus, who had come not' to be 
ministered unto but to minister, 
bi ought healing 
and 
help 
to 


many. First was the leper whom 
He cleansed and told to go and 
show himself to- the priest, ac- 
cording to the Jewish law. Next 
was the healing of the Roman 
Centurion's servant, 
with 
the 
strong commendation of«the Cen- 
turion's faith, and the declaration 
that in the very beginning mark- 
ed the universal nature of Christ's 
mission and salvation, and the 
complete 
antagonism 
of Chris- 
tianity to every form of religious 
and racial big'otry: "I say unto 
you that many shall conic from 
the cast and west, and snail sit 
down and Abraham, and Isaac, 
and Jacob, in the 
kingdom of 
heaven." 
Such words said to a 


Roman Centurion could only be 
unmistakable in their meaning. 
In Peter's house Jesus found 
Peter's mother-in-law sick of a 
fever and healed her, while at 
evening many brought their sick, 
both' in1 mind and in body to be 
healed. Hard-pressed-by the mul- 
titude Jesus went into a ship, and 
made 
that 
famous 
passage 
across the Sea of 
Galilee, 
in 


which Jesus was asleep. It must 
have been a terrific storm, for 
the 
erstwhile 
fishermen 
were 


afraid, but Jesus bade the waves 
be still, "and there was a great 
calm." 
On the other side of the sea 
occurred one of those incidents

in human nature and In the good- 
ness of man. As Jesus came 
from the ship there met Him two 
men "possessed with devils." or 
as we should say, insane men. 
They asked that 
their

steep place, into the sea.". 


The passajfe is 
obscure 
in 
terms of modern interpretation. 
and I shall not attempt- to ex- 
plain or expound it; but what is 
not obscure is the attitude of the 
people of the ' .nearby city v/hcn 
they hoard what Jesus had 'done, 
and came out demanding that he 
should "depart 
out 
of 
their 
coasts." 
It meant 
nothing to 


them that two fellownKin had 
been healed from their terrible 
malady. 
They 
set 
a 
higher 


value upon their hogs, and they 
wanted no wonder-worker in their 
midst. 


There arc men. and even com- 


munities today 
that 
arc 
like 
that; but thank God! Jesus also 
was the Son of Man. and the mul- 
titudes who have lived in His 
spirit" quicken our faith in man.. 
despite those who have quenched 


the light thta God Implanted in 
them. 
There were religious folk that 
were not mucli better than those 
Gadarene hog-raisers. 
When Je- 
sus healed a 
man ' sick of the 
palsy, and ?aid. "Son. be of good 
cheer, thy sins be forgiven tliee." 
they 
became' more 
concerned 
about what they called blasphemy 
than about the act • of mercy and 
healing that Jesus had peformcd. 
There are religious people like 
that today, too: far more con- 
cerned about matters of specula- 
tion and doctrine; and about their 
own religious ideas, than about 
genuine goodness, and kindness 
and mercy. Perhaps many of us 
need, as "well as those o'f olden 
time.- the admonition • of 
Jesus. 
"Go yc -and 
learn 
what 
that 
meaneth. I will 
not sacrifice."
